Applicant's representative conducted a personal interview with Examiner 
Brian Le and Examiner Samir Ahmed at the PTO, on March 9, 2004. A summary 
of that interview is provided below, pursuant to the requirements set forth on 
the Interview Summary Record. 

Examiner Ahmed stated that the use of "such that" in the claims is 
indefinite, and should be replaced by "wherein" or something to that effect. 

Phillip Articola discussed the claim amendments as made in a now-entered 
reply (entered by way of a filing of an RCE), and argued that the "normalized 
correlation coefficient" feature of claim 1 and the "low" and "high" features are 
not disclosed or suggested by Hashima. Phillip Articola also stated that the 
feature of claim 12 in which the background density data is not used in the 
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equations for computing the auto- and cross-correlation, is not disclosed or 
suggested by Hashima. 

Examiner Le stated that the amendments to the independent claims would 
require further consideration and search.

A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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
